B L it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiiitnal and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1 . This Act may be cited as tlie Labourers (Fishermen) (Ireland) 

Act, lS9ii. 

2. This Act shall be construed as one with the Labom’ers (Ireland) 
Acts, 1.883 to 1892, and this Act and the said Acts may be cited as 
the Laliourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1891. 

10 3. The Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1892, are hereby 

extended and shall apply to fishermen. 

4. No scheme under the said Acts, as extended by tliis Act, 
shall be authorised hj the Local aovernment Board for Ireland 
unless they have satisfied themselves that the financial circum- 
15 stances of the sanitary district affected by the scheme are such that 
the scheme can he carried out ■without unduly burdening the rates 
leviable in that district.
